Torpedo bombers flew on a 
special mission to look for the panel 
between 5:30 and 6 p.m. Neither 
planes nor ground spotters saw any 
sign of one and the battle continued. 

Buckner's forces sealed the 
enemy's fate yesterday by seizing 
and enlarging two footholds in the 
Yaeju-Dake line in uphill battles 
against withering, often point blank 
enemy machine-gun, mortar and 
artillery fire.

The electors across Canada yesterday 
returned the Mackenzie King Government 
by a small over-all majority in parliament. 
The verdict is an endorsement of the 
record of the Government. It is equally a 
declaration of approval of the reconstruc- 
tion policies which the Government put 
before the country in detail, and many of 
which have already been written into law. 
It is likewise a definite mandate for the 
implementing of these policies, since the 
power to do this has been extended. 

On these points there is no room for 
reasonable difference of opinion. The 
Government's record, in respect to the war 
effort and to civilian affairs, was thor- 
oughly reviewed, keenly criticized, in some 
instances purposefully misrepresented. 
The reconstruction program was analysed 
in detail, subjected to exacting scrutiny, 
in cases belittled. That the Government 
would be able to secure enough seats in 
parliament to carry on was challenged. 

The voters have settled all these ques- 
tions, quite definitely. They pronounced 
the record a good one. They said the re- 
construction policies are well adapted to 
meet the transition from war to peace 
footing and to establish better average 
living conditions than the country has vet 
known. They showed that they want these 
reconstruction plans carried through. 

That the decision is definite is some- 
thing in which people generally will take 
satisfaction. A “maybe” government, in 
today but liable to be out tomorrow, could 
not give Canada the leadership and direc- 
tion it must have if it is to make the pro- 
press for which its people hope and which 
the resources and location of their country 
entitle them to expect. ‘ 
a 


Senator McGeer 


The appointment of Mr. G. G. McGeer 
of Vancouver to the Canadian Senate is a 
well-deserved reward for fifteen years 
consistent work in behalf of monetary 
reform. His efforts along this line have 
been outstanding and representative of a 
great body of Canadian opinion. 

Few people realize that it was Mr. 
McGeer who persuaded the government to 
make The Bank of Canada a publicly- 
owned institution, a tremendous step to- 
wards monetary adjustment although the 
full benefit of it has never been officially 
employed. 

In the fifteen years of his monetary 
reform crusade, Mr. McGeer met with 
ridicule and bitter opposition, particularly 
at the beginning. But his slogan, ‘“Make 
money your servant and not your master” 
was adopted by the Liberals in the cam- 
paign of 1935 in which they gained a tre- 
mendous majority. 

Unfortunately for Mr. McGeer and 
monetary reform, certain reactionary 
Liberals blocked his efforts to provide 
interest free money for public expend- 
itures through The Bank of Canada and 
while he succeeded in having the machin- 
ery for the use of the national credit set 


up, these reactionaries prevented the 
operation of it. 
His insistent demand, session after 


Session, that the Old Age Pension Act be 
placed on a fair and equitable basis was 
continually and successfully opposed by 
the Hon. J. L. Isley, minister of finance. 
Undoubtedly the Liberal candidates 
throughout Western Canada in particular 
lost many thousands of votes through Mr, 
Jisley's ibborn refusal to provide a 
generous old age pension 

Mr. McGeer’s convalescence from a 
serious illness a few ago has not 
been complete and his health has not been 
equal to the strain of continued efforts in 
the Commons. The more leisurely atmos- 
phere of the Senate, however, will enable 
him to continue his battle for socia) and 
monetary Justice—as thousands will hope 
for many years to come 

The appointment of Mr. McGeer to the 
Senate will prove to be one of the most 
popular appointments the government has

made, not only because it recognizes his 
great personal qualities, but because it 
affords recognition to a cause whose 
adherents are multip every da}
